Bonnie Jensen-Price appeals the Labor and Industrial Relations Commission's 

("Commission") decision denying her claim for permanent total disability benefits after a 

maintenance worker's cart collided with her leg and caused her to fall as she was 

engaged in a work activity for her job with Encompass Medical Group ("Employer").  

Jensen-Price contends the Commission's decision constituted an erroneous application 

of the law and was not supported by the evidence.   

REVERSED AND REMANDED. 
 

Division Three holds: 
 
The Commission erred in denying Jensen-Price’s claim for compensation 

because she proved that the risk source of her injury -- colliding with a maintenance 

worker's cart as it was pushed out of a darkened elevator in the office building in which 



Employer’s business was located – was related to her employment and was not one to 

which she was equally exposed in her normal nonemployment life.
